termen this year in the persons of 
Ray Dyer, Bob Ballard, and Keith 
McIntosh, who last year all placed 
in the conference meet. 


In the sprints, the Panthers are 
well equipped with speedsters, Don 
Ikeda and Harold Harriman. Ikeda 
performed with Salinas high last 
year with a 10.2 in the hundred 
and copped the league champion- 
ship.
